Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 2-8, drawn to a device for metering bulk material including a metering 
module, stirring apparatus connection and orientation. 

Group II, claim(s) claims 9-14, drawn to a device for metering bulk material including 
special stirring apparatus. 

Group III, claim(s) 15-19, drawn to a device for metering bulk material including a 
special drive arrangement. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The invention of Group I discloses a special metering unit including an axial quick 
coupling unit allowing the metering unit to be an exchangeable unit. Group II is drawn to 
a special stirring apparatus including a base rotor designed to move at a distance of 
less than 1mm from the base area. Group III is drawn to a drive unit having a special 
configuration of parts for driving the metering device. As evidenced by US 4,332,539 
and FR 2,635,314 being applied as an "X" reference on the International Search Report 
PCT/CH2005/000068 against claim 1 in the corresponding International Stage of this 
Application, the common technical features of Groups l-lll are not "special technical 
features" as defined by PCT Rule 13.2.
